Senate Panel 
Approves 
Farm Bill 


WASHINGTON i AP) - A bill to giv e 
emergen cy aid to farm ers is headin g 
fo r the Sen ate flo o r amid co n flictin g 
claims abo u t its co st to co n su mers. 


The Sen ate Agricu ltu re Co mmittee 
ap p ro v ed the bill Friday after makin g 
o n ly a few chan ges in the v ersio n 
p assed a day earlier by the Ho u se. On e 
chan ge is to ex ten d the life o f the 
p ro p o sed legislatio n fro m o n e y ear to 
three y ears. 


The Sen ate p lan s to take u p the bill 
Mo n day an d a v o te is schedu led fo r 
Wedn esday . 


As ap p ro v ed by the co mmittee, the 
bill in creases su p p o rt fo r the dairy 
in du stry bey o n d the in creases in the 
Ho u se bill, raisin g the lev el o f p arity 
fo r dairy p ro du cers fro m 80 p er cen t to 
85 p er cen t. 


Co mmittee Chairman n Herman E. 
Talmadge, D-Ga., who rep resen ts 
leadin g co tto n -p ro du cin g states, also 
man aged to in crease the lev el o f 
p o ssible go v ern men t su p p o rt fo r the 
co tto n in du stry . 


An amen dmen t raisin g the lev el o f 
p arity was in tro du ced by Sen . Hu bert 
H. Hu mp hrey . A sp o kesman fo r the 
Min n eso ta Demo crat said the in crease 
may raise the p rice o f milk 5 cen ts a 
gallo n , cheese 6 cen ts a p o u n d an d 
bu tter as mu ch as 10 cen ts a p o u n d 
within o n e y ear. 
Bu t the Agricu ltu re Dep artmen t 
say s the higher p arity lev el co u ld raise 
the co st o f a gallo n o f milk by mo re 
than 8 cen ts an d in crease the p rice o f 
cheese by 10 cen ts a p o u n d an d bu tter 
20 cen ts a p o u n d. 
Parity is the p rice lev el set by the 
dep artmen t at which a farmer sho u ld 
be able to make a p ro fit o n his p ro du ct. 
Establishmen t o f 85 p er cen t p arity 
mean s that if the market p rice o f the 
p ro du ct falls belo w' 85 p er cen t o f the 
theo retical p arity p rice, then the 
go v ern men t begin s bu y in g u p the 
p ro du ct in o rder to fo rce the market 
p rice u p to the 85 p er cen t lev el. 
Agricu ltu re Secretary Earl L. Bu tz 
say s he wo u ld reco m m en d that 
Presiden t Fo rd v eto the bill, as he did a 
measu re p assed last December that 
wo u ld hav e raised the p arity lev el. 
Bu t Hu m p hrey , p ersu adin g his 
co lleagu es o n the co mmittee to in ­ 
crease p arity , said, “ I do n o t like 80 
p er cen t p arity . It’s an o u trage. It will 
ban kru p t o u r p eo p le an d I didn ’t co me 
here to do that. I do n ’t giv e a ho o t 
abo u t what the secretary 
o f ag­ 
ricu ltu re say s.” 
Sen . Abraham A. Ribico ff, D-Co n n ., 
said he was o p p o sed to a measu re that 
wo u ld in crease gro cery p rices. 
“This legislatio n is a clear an d 
simp le co n su mer rip o ff,” he said. 
Altho u gh the co mmittee left mo st o f 
the Ho u se bill u n to u ched, Talmadge’s 
reco mmen datio n s o n in creasin g the 
target p rice an d lo an lev els o f co tto n 
were fo llo wed. 
Target p rices in v o lv e a go v ern men t 
gu aran tee to p ro du cers that if the free 
market p rice fo r a co mmo dity falls be­ 
lo w a p rice set by law, the target p rice, 
the go v ern men t will make u p the 
differen ce to the p ro du cers. The lo an 
lev el is the amo u n t a farm er can 
bo rro w u sin g his cro p as secu rity . 
The co mmittee decided to raise the 
co tto n target p rice to 48 cen ts a p o u n d, 
u p fro m the 45 cen ts ap p ro v ed by the 
Ho u se, an d in creased the lo an lev el 
fro m the Ho u se’s 38 cen ts fo r each 
p o u n d gro wn to 40 cen ts.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Un ited 
States is co n siderin g a declaratio n that 
the 19 73 Paris p eace agreemen ts o n 
So u th Vietn am hav e beco me in o p era­ 
tiv e becau se o f the majo r Co mmu n ist 
o ffen siv e n o w u n derway there, State 
Dep artmen t o fficials say . 
An d, these o fficials said Friday , it is 
believ ed that the Co mmu n ist fo rces 
will try to establish their o wn v isible 
So u th Vietn amese go v ern men t in Hu e, 
the o ld imp erial cap ital, in stead o f 
fo llo win g p ast p ractice o f v an ishin g 
in to the ju n gle. 
M ean while, sharp fightin g was 
rep o rted o n the o u tskirts o f Hu e, 400 
miles n o rth o f Saigo n in the cen tral 
highlan ds. So me 1,000 go v ern men t 
p aratro o p ers were ru shed to the area 
as ten s o f tho u san ds o f refu gees 
streamed o u t in an ticip atio n o f the 
regio n ’s aban do n men t to the Co m­ 
mu n ists. 
The Paris p eace acco rds established 
a cease-fire in So u th Vietn am an d 
limited the amo u n t o f aid the Un ited 
States co u ld p ro v ide the Saigo n go v ­ 
ern men t an d the n u mber o f tro o p s an d 
eq u ip men t that No rth Vietn am co u ld 
brin g in to the So u th to o n e-to -o n e 
rep lacemen ts fo r what already was 
there. 
In additio n , the acco rds led to the 
ex chan ge o f war p riso n ers, in clu din g 
mo re than 500 American POWs held by 
No rth Vietn am an d the Viet Co n g, an d 
called fo r an ev en tu al v o te by the 
p eo p le o f So u th Vietn am o n whether to 
reu n ify with No rth Vietn am. 
All U.S. tro o p s were withdrawn fro m 


So u th Vietn am as a resu lt o f the 
agreemen t. 
As the State Dep artmen t so u rces 
gav e wo rd o f the p o ssible declaratio n 
regardin g the acco rds, White Ho u se 
Press Secretary Ro n Nessen rep o rted, 
then retracted, that the Un ited States 
had so u ght a reco n v en in g o f the 
n atio n s that sign ed the agreemen t. 


At his daily n ews briefin g, Nessen 
said the Un ited States had receiv ed n o 
resp o n se to “an effo rt to reco n v en e 
sign ato ries o f the P ahs p eace acco rd.” 


The sp o kesman later said “the wo rd 
reco n v en e was in co rrect” an d gav e 
rep o rters co p ies o f a p rev io u sly 
released Jan . 11 n o te in which the 
Un ited States to ld the sign ato ries that 
No rth Vietn am 
was 
in 
“flagran t 
v io latio n ” o f the acco rds. 
Fightin g also was rep o rted fierce in 
So u th Vietn am’s n eighbo r, Cambo dia, 
amid wo rd fro m reliable so u rces in 
Washin gto n an d Phn o m Pen h that 
Cambo dian Presiden t Lo n No l will q u it 
so o n in a bid to brin g p eace to his 
n atio n after fiv e y ears o f warfare with 
Co mmu n ist-led in su rgen ts.

Ambassado r Um Sim to ld n ewsmen 
that su ch rep o rts “may be

WASHINGTON (AP) - The largest 
tax cut in the 
nation’s 
history, 
designed to stimulate the economy 
with something for literally every 
American taxpayer, won final ap­ 
proval in the Senate early today. 
The $33.1 billion package of tax 
reductions was passed on a 60-29 vote 
and sent to a conference with House 
Senate Panel 
Approves 
Farm Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A bill to give 
emergency aid to farmers is heading 
for the Senate floor amid conflicting 
claims about its cost to consumers. 
The Senate Agriculture Committee 
approved the bill Friday after making 
only a few changes in the version 
passed a day earlier by the House. One 
change is to extend the life of the 
proposed legislation from one year to 
three years. 


The Senate plans to take up the bill 
Monday and a vote is scheduled for 
Wednesday. 


As approved by the committee, the 
bill increases support for the dairy 
industry beyond the increases in the 
House bill, raising the level of parity 
for dairy producers from 80 per cent to 
85 per cent. 


Committee Chairmann Herman E. 
Talmadge, D-Ga., who represents 
leading cotton-producing states, also 
managed to increase the level of 
possible government support for the 
cotton industry. 
An amendment raising the level of 
parity was introduced by Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey. A spokesman for the 
Minnesota Democrat said the increase 
may raise the price of milk 5 cents a 
gallon, cheese 6 cents a pound and 
butter as much as IO cents a pound 
within one year. 
But the Agriculture Department 
says the higher parity level could raise 
the cost of a gallon of milk by more 
than 8 cents and increase the price of 
cheese by IO cents a pound and butter 
20 cents a pound. 
Parity is the price level set by the 
department at which a farmer should 
be able to make a profit on his product. 
Establishment of 85 per cent parity 
means that if the market price of the 
product falls below 85 per cent of the 
theoretical parity price, then the 
government begins buying up the 
product in order to force the market 
price up to the 85 per cent level. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
says he would recommend that 
President Ford veto the bill, as he did a 
measure passed last December that 
would have raised the parity level. 
But Humphrey, persuading his 
colleagues on the committee to in­ 
crease parity, said, “I do not like 80 
per cent parity. It’s an outrage. It will 
bankrupt our people and I didn’t come 
here to do that. I don’t give a hoot 
about what the secretary of ag­ 
riculture says.” 
Sen. Abraham A. Ribicoff, D-Conn., 
said he was opposed to a measure that 
would increase grocery prices. 
“This legislation is a clear and 
simple consumer ripoff,” he said. 
Although the committee left most of 
the House bill untouched, Talmadge’s 
recommendations on increasing the 
target price and loan levels of cotton 
were followed. 
Target prices involve a government 
guarantee to producers that if the free 
market price for a commodity falls be­ 
low a price set by law, the target price, 
the government will make up the 
difference to the producers. The loan 
level is the amount a farmer can 
borrow using his crop as security. 
The committee decided to raise the 
cotton target price to 48 cents a pound, 
up from the 45 cents approved by the 
House, and increased the loan level 
from the House’s 38 cents for each 
pound grown to 40 cents. 
Simon Against 
Inward Economy 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- The 
“ beggar-thy-neighbor” policies of 
nations’ seeking economic salvation at 
the expense of their allies won’t be any 
more effective in the 1970s than in the 
1930s, Treasury Secretary William 
Simon warned Friday. 
The secretary told the Cleveland 
Council on World Affairs that in­ 
ternational cooperation is needed to 
solve world economic and financial 
problems, especially those caused by 
quadrupled prices for oil. 
“A first and fundamental challenge 
is to ensure that the large trading 
deficits created in industrial countries 
do not lead the world into a spiral of re­ 
strictive trade measures,” he said.

with the $19.9 billion bill approved by 
the House. 
The Senate bill would provide most 
families with a rebate on 1974 taxes of 
$120 to $240, guarantee a one-time $100 
bonus to every Social Security 
recipient, grant a $40 reduction in 1975 
taxes for virtually all individuals and 
provide an optional tax credit that 
would give additional relief mainly to 
families under the $20,000 income level 
that itemize deductions. 
The package includes a $7.4 billion 
tax cut for business, mainly by raising 
the tax incentive for buying new equip­ 
ment. 
The $33.1 billion figure approved by 
the Senate at 1:40 a.m., ending an 18- 
hour workday, is more than double the 
$16.2 billion President Ford rec­ 
ommended. 
In the view of some congressional 
economists, the net tax cut amounts to 
$29.3 billion because the bill also 
repeals $3.8 billion in tax breaks for 
corporations, mainly the large oil 
companies. 
Many of the 29 senators who voted 


against the bill said they consider the 
total too large because of the rising 
budget deficits brought on by heavy 
federal spending in recent years and a 
loss of tax revenues because of the 
recession. 
“This tax cut will not meet the needs 
of the economy,” said Sen. Charles H. 
Percy, R-Ill. “It will show America 
that Congress is not willing today to 
face up to the measures required to 
meet the problem.” 
Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., 
chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee and floor manager of the 
bill, said, “The strength shown by the 
Senate on this bill was remarkable.” 
The conferees will begin 
work 
Monday on hammering out a final 
figure for the tax cut — a figure that 
Ixmg said will be around $30.5 billion. 
With Congress due to start its Easter 
recess late next week, the tax-cut bill 
is expected to be sent to President 
Ford on Wednesday. 
In addition to the $13.2-billion dif­ 
ference in the price tags, the Senate 
bill is vastly different from the House 
version. 
U.S. M ay Declare 
Paris Accord Dead 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States is considering a declaration that 
the 1973 Paris peace agreements on 
South Vietnam have become inopera­ 
tive because of die major Communist 
offensive now underway there, State 
Department officials say. 
And, these officials said Friday, it is 
believed that the Communist forces 
will try to establish their own visible 
South Vietnamese government in Hue, 
the old imperial capital, instead of 
following past practice of vanishing 
into the jungle. 
Meanwhile, sharp fighting was 
reported on the outskirts of Hue, 400 
miles north of Saigon in the central 
highlands. Some 1,000 government 
paratroopers were rushed to the area 
as tens of thousands of refugees 
streamed out in anticipation of the 
region’s abandonment to the Com­ 
munists. 
The Paris peace accords established 
a cease-fire in South Vietnam and 
limited the amount of aid the United 
States could provide the Saigon gov­ 
ernment and the number of troops and 
equipment that North Vietnam could 
bring into the South to one-to-one 
replacements for what already was 
there. 
In addition, the accords led to the 
exchange of war prisoners, including 
more than 500 American POWS held by 
North Vietnam and the Viet Cong, and 
called for an eventual vote by the 
people of South Vietnam on whether to 
reunify with North Vietnam. 
All U.S. troops were withdrawn from 


South Vietnam as a result of the 
agreement. 
As the State Department sources 
gave word of the possible declaration 
regarding the accords, White House 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen reported, 
then retracted, that the United States 
had sought a reconvening of the 
nations that signed the agreement. 
At his daily news briefing, Nessen 
said the United States had received no 
response to “an effort to reconvene 
signatories of the Paris peace accord.” 


The spokesman later said “the word 
reconvene was incorrect” and gave 
reporters copies of a previously 
released Jan. ll note in which the 
United States told the signatories that 
North Vietnam was in “flagrant 
violation” of the accords. 
Fighting also was reported fierce in 
South Vietnam’s neighbor, Cambodia, 
amid word from reliable sources in 
Washington and Phnom Penh that 
Cambodian President Lon Nol will quit 
soon in a bid to bring peace to his 
nation after five years of warfare with 
Communist-led insurgents. 
In 
Washington, 
Cambodian 
Ambassador Urn Sim told newsmen 
that such reports “may be just 
speculation.” 
But he added: “Marshal Lon Nol has 
said it before that he would not stand, 
he will not block the way to peace. 
Whenever there are clear indications 
that peace can be reached, through his 
departure, he will not hesitate to 
leave.”

M ay Mean Trouble 


County 4-H Club News

Termite swarming begins in March 
and continues for two or three months. 
There 
is little need 
to 
“ panic,” 
however, since termites are slow 
workers. 
Keep in mind that it is the little white 
worker termite (immature stage), 
seldom seen by the homeowner, that 
destroys the wood, not the noticeable 
winged swarmer term ite 
(adult 
stage). 
Therefore, 
if 
you 
find 
swarming termites in your home, do 
not panic. Take your time and consider 
the following steps; says William F. 
Lyon, Extension Entomologist at The 
Ohio State University. 
First, be sure you actually have 
termites. Ants, beetles, and other 
insects are often mistaken for ter­ 
mites, he says. Keep in mind that ants 
have a tight, pinch-in waist; elbowed 
antennae; and transparent, difficult to 
detach wings. The four wings are 
unequal in size (front wings are longer 
than the rear wings). 
Swarming termites have a wide 
waist, straight “ bead-like” antennae, 
and milky-colored wings (easily 
detached ) with the four wings of equal 
size. If you are not sure if the pest is an 
ant or a termite, get reliable, positive 
identification from your county ex­ 
tension agent, extension entomologist, 
or other orofessional authoritv before 
spending money for control measures.

Plants That Attract Birds 
There’s something enlightening 
about birds ushering in spring with 
their song and bright colored plumage 
. . . and an occasional tug of war with 
an earthworm. If you don’t have berry 
producing trees and shrubs around 
your home, you probably don’t have 
birds. 
To successfully attract birds, the 
homeowner must provide food, water, 
adequate shelter and suitable nesting 
places for them. Fruit bearing trees, 
shrubs and vines attract birds and 
provide food, shelter and nesting 
habitats. 
P. C. Kozel and E. K. Toth of the 
Ohio State University Department of 
Horticulture have prepared a leaflet 
listing plants and information about 
each will help you as a homeowner to 
know what plants to use in your land­ 
scape. The leaflet, No. 234, “ Plants 
That Attract Birds,” is available 
through the County Extension Office. 
It is particularly helpful for owners of 
new homes who are planning to land­ 
scape this spring. 
Honeybees and You 
With all the vegetable gardens and 
fruit trees being planted in backyards, 
the bees will be very busy just 
pollinating the crops, if there’s enough 
of them. 
So, if you’re not within a couple of 
miles of the colony’s hive, your plants 
may not get proper pollination. Crops 
withm a half mile radius of the hive are 
worked more thoroughly by a colony of 
bees. However, with fewer crops and 
nectar flow within the half mile radius, 
bees work farther from the hives, up to 
a couple of miles. In this case, you may 
want a bee hive of your own. Not only 
will you get proper pollination but also 
honey to substitute for sugar in your 
baking recipes . . . and it’s good on 
buttered toast. 
Lawrence J. Connor, Extension 
Entomologist in Apiculture at The 
Ohio Sate University, has a new 
bulletin on Honeybees and You. The 
publication is written primarily for 
beginners in beekeeping. So, if you’re 
interested in bees, ask your county 
extension agent for a copy of this 
bulletin.

Next, try to find the extent of the 
infestation. If you discover swarming 
termites, first look at nearby timbers 
such as those above basement walls, 
namely the foundation plates, sills, 
joist ends, studding, sub-flooring, etc. 
Be suspicious of any wood in contact 
with the soil such as porch steps, 
wooden cellar posts, and cellar window 
frames. One can jab all suspected 
wood with an ice pick or screw driver 
to determine if the wood is galleried by 
termites. Try to determine the amount 
of wood damage and the location 
where termites are entering from the 
soil. 
Last, determine the control needed. 
Depending on your appraisal of the 
damage and infestation, you may 
either contact your county extension 
agent 
for 
do-it-yourself 
control 
measures, or deal with a reliable pest 
control firm having an established 
place 
of 
business 
and 
a 
good, 
professional 
reputation. 
Many 
reputable firms belong to state and-or 
national pest control associations. If in 
doubt about a pest control firm, ask for 
references and get two or more 
competitive estimates before signing a 
contract. 
Termite control is usually a job for a 
professional pest control operator, 
since most homeowners seldom have 
the training, experience, or equipment 
for the job.

It Grows

Plants That Attract Birds 
There’s something enlightening 
about birds ushering in spring with 
their song and bright colored plumage 
. . . and an occasional tug of war with 
an earthworm. If you don’t have berry 
producing trees and shrubs around 
your home, you probably don’t have 
birds. 
To successfully attract birds, the 
homeowner must provide food, water, 
adequate shelter and suitable nesting 
places for them. Fruit bearing trees, 
shrubs and vines attract birds and 
provide food, shelter and nesting 
habitats. 
P. C. Kozel and E . K. Toth of the 
Ohio State University Department of 
Horticulture have prepared a leaflet 
listing plants and information about 
each will help you as a homeowner to 
know what plants to use in your land­ 
scape. The leaflet, No. 234, “Plants 
That Attract Birds,’’ is available 
through the County Extension Office. 
It is particularly helpful for owners of 
new homes who are planning to land­ 
scape this spring. 
Honeybees and You 
With all the vegetable gardens and 
fruit trees being planted in backyards, 
the bees will be very busy just 
pollinating the crops, if there’s enough 
of them. 
So, if you’re not within a couple of 
miles of the colony’s hive, your plants 
may not get proper pollination. Crops 
within a half mile radius of the hive are 
worked more thoroughly by a colony of 
bees. However, with fewer crops and 
nectar flow within the half mile radius, 
bees work farther from the hives, up to 
a couple of miles. In this case, you may 
want a bee hive of your own. Not only 
will you get proper pollination but also 
honey to substitute for sugar in your 
baking recipes . . . and it’s good on 
buttered toast. 
Lawrence J. Connor, Extension 
Entomologist in Apiculture at The 
Ohio State University, has a new 
bulletin on Honeybees and You. The 
publication is written primarily for 
beginners in beekeeping. So, if you’re 
interested in bees, ask your county 
extension agent for a copy of this 
bulletin.

Termite swarming begins in March 
and continues for two or three months. 
There is little need to “panic,” 
however, since termites are slow 
workers. 
Keep in mind that it is the little white 
worker termite (immature stage), 
seldom seen by the homeowner, that 
destroys the wood, not the noticeable 
winged sw arm er term ite (adult 
stage). 
Therefore, 
if 
you 
find 
swarming termites in your home, do 
not panic. Take your time and consider 
the following steps; says William F. 
Lyon, Extension Entomologist at The 
Ohio State University. 
First, be sure you actually have 
termites. Ants, beetles, and other 
insects are often mistaken for ter­ 
mites, he says. Keep in mind that ants 
have a tight, pinch-in waist; elbowed 
antennae; and transparent, difficult to 
detach wings. The four wings are 
unequal in size (front wings are longer 
than the rear wings). 
Swarming termites have a wide 
waist, straight “bead-like” antennae, 
and milky-colored wings (easily 
detached) with the four wings of equal 
size. If you are not sure if the pest is an 
ant or a termite, get reliable, positive 
identification from your county ex­ 
tension agent, extension entomologist, 
or other Drofessional authority before 
spending money for control measures. 


Next, try to find the extent of the 
infestation. If you discover swarming 
termites, first look at nearby timbers 
such as those above basement walls, 
namely the foundation plates, sills, 
joist ends, studding, sub-flooring, etc. 
Be suspicious of any wood in contact 
with the soil such as porch steps, 
wooden cellar posts, and cellar window 
frames. One can jab all suspected 
wood with an ice pick or screw driver 
to determine if the wood is galleried by 
termites. Try to determine the amount 
of wood damage and the location 
where termites are entering from the 
soil. 
Last, determine the control needed. 
Depending on your appraisal of the 
damage and infestation, you may 
either contact your county extension 
agent for do-it-yourself control 
measures, or deal with a reliable pest 
control firm having an established 
place 
of 
business 
and 
a 
good, 
professional 
reputation. 
Many 
reputable firms belong to state and-or 
national pest control associations. If in 
doubt about a pest control firm, ask for 
references and get two or more 
competitive estimates before signing a 
contract. 
Termite control is usually a job for a 
professional pest control operator, 
since most homeowners seldom have 
the training, experience, or equipment 
for the job.

USD A Announces 19 75 A g Conservation Program

Could you save some clothing dollars 
by relining a coat? It doesn’t take 
much sewing skill to put in a new lining 
m an old coat. It does take time 
because you must rip out the old lining 
before you can begin. 
Carefully rip out the old lining - 
you’ll need it for a pattern. Rip it apart 
so you have one front piece, one sleeve, 
and half a back. Take care not to tear 
the pieces; keep the seam allowances 
intact. Press the old lining pieces, 
keeping the crosswise and lengthwise 
grains at right angles to each other. 
dace the lining pieces on the new 
lining fabric; cut using them as pat­ 
terns. Usually you can fold the fabric 
lengthwise and cut two at a time. You 
might cut the center back on a fold to 
eliminate a seam With or without a 
center back seam, allow extra fabric 
so you’ll have enough lining to form a 
one-inch pleat at the center back. 
There are several ways to put in a 
new coat lining. You might try this 
one: Stitch the darts, if any, and the 
shoulder and underarm seams. Stitch 
the sleeve seams and set the sleeves in 
the armholes. 
Be sure the coat facings are smooth 
and in place. This may take some 
pressing. It’s good to loosely catch 
stitch the facing to the fabric directly 
below it. Catch it to the interfacing, 
interlining or underlining, or lightly to 
the coat fabric itself. 


Now, 
put the lining 
in 
place, 
beginning with the center back pleat at 
the neckline. Turn the front lining 
pieces over the back so the lining is 
wrong side out and you can see the 
shoulder seam allowances. Sew the 
shoulder seam allowances of the lining 
to the matching coat seams. A 
diagonal basting stitch works well, but 
even a row of machine stitching will 
do. If there is a shoulder pad between 
the coat and lining, sew the lining 
seam allowance to the underside of the 
pad. To keep the lining in place, attach 
about six inches of the lining underarm 
seams and as much as possible of the 
lining armhole seams to the matching 
coat seams. 
Then, flip the front lining in place; 
put the lining sleeves into the coat. 
Turn under the lining edge and slip- 
stitch it to the coat facing on both 
fronts and across the back of the neck. 
Put the coat on, right side out. The 
raw edge of the lining will extend 
below the coat sleeves and hem. Have 
someone mark the coat edges onto the 
lining with chalk or a row of pins. 
Turn the lining sleeve edge under on 
the marked line; slipstitch the folded 
edge to the sleeve hem one inch above 
the sleeve edge. This makes the coat 
sleeve lining longer than the coat 
sleeve and gives needed ease. 
Use this technique at the lower edge 
of the coat to sew the lining to the coat 
hem. Or hem the lining separately, 
make the lining Mi to 1 inch shorter 
than the marked line so it won’t show 
below the coat. 


Are you confused by dates on food, 
such as pull date, pack date, etc., now 
that we have “ open dating?’’ 
“ Open dating” is any date on 
packaged food that can be easily read 
and understood by you, the shopper. 
What the date specifically means, and 
where and how it appears on the 
package, may vary, but the purpose of 


the date remains the same - to help 
assure that you buy and use fresh food. 
The opposite of open dating is "code 
dating.” For many years most food 
packages have been coded. But the 
reason for these codes is to provide 
production information that is not 
intended for consumer use. In some 
cases complicated codes - letters, 
numbers, symbols, or a combination of 
all three - have been used to indicate 
things like production location, the 
shift, ingredient information, and raw 
material sources. Codes might also 
show the production date, the last day 
of sale, or the suggested shelf life. The 
primary purpose of coding is for 
product identification and rotation by 
company personnel. 
But since guides to freshness are 
useful to consumers, many food 
processors and retailers are now 
putting open dates on perishable and 
semi-perishable food. The date may be 
shown alpha-numerically (Oct. 15), or 
in numbers only (10-15 or 1015). It may 
or may not include the year. If it does, 
1975 may be shown just as a 5.

The U. S. Department of Agriculture 
has announced a 1975 Agricultural 
Conservation 
Program 
(ACP) 
designed to encourage the application 
of enduring soil and water con­ 
servation practices on the Nation’s 
farms. 
It will be funded at the $190 million 
level authorized by Congress. This 
amount includes funds to fully finance 
the long-term agreements signed 
under the 1974 Rural Environmental 
Conservation Program, currently 
projected at about $33,750,000. 
The 1975 program will offer both 
annual and long-term conservation 
agreements with farmers.

Could you save some clothing dollars 
by relining a coat? It doesn’t take 
much sewing skill to put in a new lining 
in an old coat. It does take time 
because you must rip out the old lining 
before you can begin. 
Carefully rip out the old lining - 
you’ll need it for a pattern. Rip it apart 
so you have one front piece, one sleeve, 
and half a back. Take care not to tear 
the pieces; keep the seam allowances 
intact. Press the old lining pieces, 
keeping the crosswise and lengthwise 
grains at right angles to each other. 
Place the lining pieces on the new 
lining fabric; cut using them as pat­ 
terns. Usually you can fold the fabric 
lengthwise and cut two at a time. You 
might cut the center back on a fold to 
eliminate a seam With or without a 
center back seam, allow extra fabric 
so you’ll have enough lining to form a 
one-inch pleat at the center back. 
There are several ways to put in a 
new coat lining. You might try this 
one: Stitch the darts, if any, and the 
shoulder and underarm seams. Stitch 
the sleeve seams and set the sleeves in 
the armholes. 
Be sure the coat facings are smooth 
and in place. This may take some 
pressing. It’s good to loosely catch 
stitch the facing to the fabric directly 
below it. Catch it to the interfacing, 
interlining or underlining, or lightly to 
the coat fabric itself.

Now, 
put the lining

beginning with the center back pleat at 
the neckline. Turn the front lining 
pieces over the back so the lining is 
wrong side out and you can see the 
shoulder seam allowances. Sew the 
shoulder seam allowances of the lining 
to 
the matching coat seams. 
A 
diagonal basting stitch works well, but 
even a row of machine stitching will 
do. If there is a shoulder pad between 
the coat and lining, sew the lining 
seam allowance to the underside of the 
pad. To keep the lining in place, attach 
about six inches of the lining underarm 
seams and as much as possible of the 
lining armhole seams to the matching 
coat seams. 
Then, flip the front lining in place; 
put the lining sleeves into the coat. 
Turn under the lining edge and slip- 
stitch it to the coat facing on both 
fronts and across the back of the neck. 
Put the coat on, right side out. The 
raw edge of the lining will extend 
below the coat sleeves and hem. Have 
someone mark the coat edges onto the 
lining with chalk or a row of pins. 
Turn the lining sleeve edge under on 
the marked line; slipstitch the folded 
edge to the sleeve hem one inch above 
the sleeve edge. This makes the coat 
sleeve lining longer than the coat 
sleeve and gives needed ease. 
Use this technique at the lower edge 
of the coat to sew the lining to the coat 
hem. Or hem the lining separately, 
make the lining 
to I inch shorter 
than the marked line so it won’t show 
below the coat. 


Are you confused by dates on food, 
such as pull date, pack date, etc., now 
that we have “ open dating?” 
“ Open dating” is any date on 
packaged food that can be easily read 
and understood by you, the shopper. 
What the date specifically means, and 
where and how it appears on the 
package, may vary, but the purpose of 


the date remains the same - to help 
assure that you buy and use fresh food. 
The opposite of open dating is “ code 
dating.” For many years most food 
packages have been coded. But the 
reason for these codes is to provide 
production information that is not 
intended for consumer use. In some 
cases complicated codes - letters, 
numbers, symbols, or a combination of 
all three - have been used to indicate 
things like production location, the 
shift, ingredient information, and raw 
material sources. Codes might also 
show the production date, the last day 
of sale, or the suggested shelf life. The 
primary purpose of coding is for 
product identification and rotation by 
company personnel. 
But since guides to freshness are 
useful to consumers, many food 
processors and retailers are now 
putting open dates on perishable and 
semi-perishable food. The date may be 
shown alpha-numerically (Oct. 15), or 
in numbers only (10-15 or 1015). It may 
or may not include the year. If it does, 
1975 may be shown just as a 5.

Mariner IO, a half-ton unmanned 
vehicle launched from Cape Kennedy 
Nov. 3, 1973, flew relatively close to 
Venus on February 5, 1974, a brain- 
numbing fact in itself. Then it caromed 
off that spookily bright planet’s 
gravitational field and proceeded 
across millions of miles of empty 
space to Mercury, the heavenly body 
nearest our little life-giving star we 
call the sun. 
It took some real nice pictures of 
Venus — are you reading me, Henry 
the Navigator? — and sent them back 
to earth at the speed of light, which is 
186,282 miles per SECOND. 
It went on to take the first pictures of 
Mercury on March 29, 1974, swung 
millions more miles through the empty 
void, came back and took a closer look 
at Mercury’s surface, closer than 
we’ve ever trained a camera’s eye on a 
planet. 
Now it is headed into a solar orbit. It 
will break out of it sometime in the 
future and fly past Mercury again, our 
space wizards at Pasadena and 
elsewhere have figured out. But when 
it does it will have exhausted its 
“ attitude control gas” and all it will be 
able to do is wobble past the planet, its 
camera out of control. 
The pictures Mariner IO sent back on 
its latest probe of Mercury took nine 
minutes to get to earth. There are 60 
seconds in a minute, 540 seconds in 
nine minutes. Multiply that by 186,282 
and you get the distance over which 
the pictures 
were 
transmitted. 
(100,592,280 miles). 
Big strong camera? Nope. It 
required less wattage to send those 
pictures over those interminable miles 
than activates the little light that

WASHINGTON (AP) — The CIA is 
believed to have recovered at least two 
nuclear torpedo warheads in its effort 
last summer to raise wreckage of a 
Soviet submarine that sank in the 
Pacific Ocean, The Washington Post 
reported today.

described recovery of the nuclear- 
tipped torpedoes as a major victory for 
U.S. intelligence. 
Meanwhile, the head of the Senate’s 
special intelligence committee said 
Thursday there is a chance the panel 
may subpoena billionaire Howard 
Hughes, who contracted to build and 
operate the mammoth oceanographic 
vessel which was used in the CIA sub­ 
marine-raising mission. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, made 
the remark in response to a question at 
a meeting with reporters. However, an 
aide to Church later said: “ There’s no 
big plan to subpoena Howard.” 
The Post account said the two 
nuclear torpedo warheads retrieved 
were in the portion of the Soviet sub­ 
marine raised northwest of Hawaii 
from an ocean depth of 17,000 feet by 
the Hughes ship Glomar Explorer, 
under the CIA’s direction. The sub 
sank in 1968. 
The newspaper quoted one source as 
commenting on the intelligence value 
of the reported find: 
“ It makes no difference that torpedo 
warheads are relatively small com­ 
pared to missile warheads. Any kind of 
warhead gives us a priceless insight 
into their technology and their ap­ 
proach to solving nuclear weapons 
problems.”

Speaking Of Your Health

Multiple sclerosis has resisted 
yielding some of its complex mysteries 
to the probings of scientific study. 
With special persistence, a group of 
scientists at the Rockefeller Univer­ 
sity in New York City are studying this 
disorder. They believe that cellular 
immune deficiency may, in a measure, 
be responsible for this disease. Dr. 
John Zabriskie and Dr. Virginia 
Utermohlen are trying to increase the 
level of immunity in the hope that the 
progress of multiple sclerosis may be 
delayed. 
In a series of cases already tried, a 
few patients have shown remarkable 
improvement with this complicated 
approach to cellular immunity. 


Henry Williams is using the drug as a 
substitute for the cortisone sprays that 
are now in use. 
The. side effects of the drug seem to 
be less than those associated with the 
use of the cortisone preparation. 


A new aerosol spray is being tried 
for the relief of certain types of asth­ 
ma. 
The drug, triamcinolone acetonide, 
i losely resembles one that has been 
tried effectively in Great Britain. 
At the Albert Einstein College of 
Medicine in New York City, Dr. M. 


A single drop of blood is all that is 
needed in a test for lead poisoning 
which has recently been developed at 
the Bell laboratories. 
This method will replace the current 
one in use, which requires a large 
sample of blood and a long delay in 
obtaining the results. 
The test can be done by a nurse or a 
paramedical assistant. The sample is 
placed on a glass slide and passed 
through a special electronic device. 
By this method it will be more 
i onvenient to screen, at regular in­ 
tervals, those workers who may be 
exposed to lead absorption. 
It will be a simpler test, too, for 
i hildren who are suspected of having 
high concentrations of lead after 
nibbling paint off walls or furniture.

WASHINGTON (AP)-The Federal 
Communications Commission Friday 
granted a certificate of compliance to 
Tiffin Valley Cable, Inc., of Tiffin, 
Ohio, to begin television operation at 
Delta. 
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Hearings in the House Finance- 
Appropriations Committee and Senate 
Finance Committees are now un­ 
derway on Governor Rhodes’ proposed 
1975-77 budget. For the time being, 
budgetary deliberations will over­ 
shadow the Governor’s four-point 
economic recovery program, but as 
indicated in last week’s report the two 
are linked. Budget size and priorities 
depend directly on the state of Ohio’s 
economy since revenue fluctuates with 
sales, income and corporate taxes and 
state spending on crime prevention 
and social services rise with unem­ 
ployment. 
Compromise is inevitable between 
the Governor’s record $12.2 billion 
package and the $11.5 billion Democrat 
version introduced in January. The 
current $10.4 billion biennial budget 
ends June 30. 
The budget is composed of 12 
categories among which operating 
funds are allocated: $7.25 billion or 59 
per cent of the total is scheduled for the 
General 
Revenue 
Fund, 
while 
remaining $4.95 billion is divided 
among ll earmarked fund groups. 
Greatest increases are in education, 
human services, and mental health 
and retardation. A $3.29 billion total 
education package, compared with 
$2.71 billion in the current biennium, 
allocates $2.22 billion to primary and 
secondary levels, $1 billion to higher 
education and $15 million to other 
programs. 
Funding specifications could yield a 
$l,000-a-year salary hike for teachers, 
but Democrat legislative leadership 
has expressed opposition to direct 
payment to teachers. 
Majority 
Democrats in the legislature refused to 
accept a proposed direct cost-of-living 
adjustment for teachers in the recent 
supplemental 
appropriation 
for 
education. 
Per pupil support in the General 
Revenue Fund under the Rhodes 
budget would increase from the 
present $660 to $760 in 1976 and $800 in 
1977, but does not address the question 
of a proposed new school subsidy 
formula tagged at an estimated $650 
million beyond capital improvement, 
maintenance and inflation adjustment 
costs. 
Human services programs will 
receive $2.65 billion, much of which 
goes to increasing welfare and 
unemployment costs underestimated 
by the previous administration. 
Without improvement in Ohio’s 
economy both will continue to climb, 
eventually requiring tax hikes to 
support 
legislatively 
mandated 
programs. 
Mental health and retardation 
funding takes a significant increase 
from the current $501 to $628 as em­ 
phasis is shifted from institutional to 
community-oriented care. New facility 
construction funding is set at $175 
million under the premise that more 


personalized care is available at the 
local level. 
Although the Rhodes budget is 
balanced as proposed, the Senate last 
week passed and sent to the House an 
anti-recession bill to stimulate auto 
sales which could put a dent In the 
Governor’s calculations. Substitute 
Senate Bill 43 suspends collection of 
state sales and use taxes on new motor 
vehicles bought before July I, and 
could, according to critics, leave the 
state short of $31.9 million in an­ 
ticipated revenues. Without action on 
an integrated economic recovery 
policy, this sort of piecemeal approach 
is likely to continue.

Court To Hear 
Trial Delay Case 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Supreme Court has agreed to clarify 
when the state’s new “ speedy trial” 
law requires the state to drop criminal 
prosecutions. 


The court accepted an appeal from a 
man convicted in Wooster of drunken 
driving, even though his trial was 
delayed by a heavy docket of cases. 


The prosecutor in the case took the 
unusual step of asking the Supreme 
Court to hear the defendant’s appeal 
because of the importance of the 
decision to future criminal trials. 


The case involves a section of the 
new criminal code which in most cases 
requires jailed criminal suspects to be 
brought to trial within 90 days. If the 
trial is delayed beyond 90 days without 
good reason, the charge must be 
dismissed.

The present cost-p rice squeeze 
means that the dairymen will need to 
do an even better job of planning and 
dealing with the details of the business 
if profits are to be maintained. 
Extra time spent evaluating last 
year’s business to see where the weak 
and strong spots were is basic for 
planning ahead. Complete and a c­ 
curate dairy business records with a 
computer year-end business analysis 
a v a ila b le through the 
Extension 
Service 
or 
Vocational 
Agriculture 
departments are invaluable in times of 
increased costs of inputs and sticky 
p rices. 
This 
com puter 
year-end 
business analysis assists a m anager in 
doing the fine tuning that is necessary 
in today’s farm business planning. 
Following are some specific areas of 
the farm business that need to be 
looked at in more detail in 1975 : 
The feed cost squeeze is the real 
culprit. Feed constitutes from 50-60 per 
cent of the total costs in dairying. The 
last few years feed costs have in­ 
crea sed d ra stica lly a s has been 
pointed out previously. Compare feed 
grains and proteins on their feeding 
value and on their most economical 
source. Forage is the key ingredient so 
m ake ch a n ges gra d ua lly.

Considerable feed can be wasted by 
rodent damage and by feed bunks in 
poor repair.

Extra time spent evaluating last 
year’s business to see where the weak 
and strong spots were is basic for 
planning ahead. Complete and ac­ 
curate dairy business records with a 
computer year-end business analysis 
available through the Extension 
Service or Vocational Agriculture 
departments are invaluable in times of 
increased costs of inputs and sticky 
prices. This computer year-end 
business analysis assists a manager in 
doing the fine tuning that is necessary 
in today’s farm business planning. 
Following are some specific areas of 
the farm business that need to be 
looked at in more detail in 1975: 
The feed cost squeeze is the real 
culprit. Feed constitutes from 50-60 per 
cent of the total costs in dairying. The 
last few years feed costs have in­ 
creased drastically as has been 
pointed out previously. Compare feed 
grains and proteins on their feeding 
value and on their most economical 
source. Forage is the key ingredient so 
make changes gradually. Ration

Considerable feed can be wasted by 
rodent damage and by feed bunks in 
poor repair.

(Q.) I know that state and local in­ 
come taxes are deductible on my 
Federal return, but I ’m confused. Do I 
deduct such taxes paid in 1973 or 1974 
on my 1974 Federal return? 


(A.) On your 1974 Federal return, 
you may deduct state and local taxes 
withheld from your paycheck in 1974. 
In addition, you may deduct on your 
1974 Federal return any 1973 state and 
local taxes you paid in 1974. If you 
receive a refund of these taxes in a 
later year, include in your income for 
the year of such receipt that part of the 
refund that gave you a tax benefit in 
the earlier year. This would include 
refunds resulting from taxes that were 
overwithheld,

or 
recomputed as a result of an amended 
return. 
(Q.) I ’m considering selling a patent 
that I own. How can I determine the 
basis of the patent? 


(A.) The basis of a patent (or a 
copyright) depends on how you 
acquired it. The basis of a patent you 
purchased is its cost. If you obtained 
your patent from the government, 
your original basis will include the cost 
of production and development, such 
as research and experimental ex­ 
penditures, 
drawings, 
working 
models, attorney and governmental 
fees, etc. If the patent was developed 
in the course of your trade or business 
and you deducted the research and 
experimental expenses in the year 
they were incurred, you may not in­ 
clude them in the cost of the patent. 
The value of the time you spent on the 
invention or work covered by patent 
may not be included in its basis.

“ There is no economic incentive to 
cut back,” Butz said Friday. “ There 
are no government payments this year 
(for idling land) and the only incentive 
out there is to produce.” 
Butz also said he will urge that 
President Ford veto a House-approved 
farm bill calling for higher govern­ 
ment support and target prices for key 
crops, a measure he says will lead to 
surplus production at taxpayer ex­ 
pense.

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
A wet and windy spring storm 
churned into the northern Rockies 
today after dumping rain along the 
Pacific Coast and heavy snow inland. 
Gale warnings flew along the 
Washington, Oregon and 
northern 
California 
coasts. 
Dangerous surf 
pounded coastal areas Friday night. 


More than an inch of rain soaked San 
Francisco through Friday, and up to 13 
inches of snow piled onto Mt. Shasta in 
northern California; three inches of 
snow fell on Reno, Nev.; 2 inches 
dusted Spokane, Wash., and 5 inches 
blanketed Owyhee, Nev. 


Heavy-snow warnings were out for 
the Oregon Cascades and the Sierra 
Nevada in California. Travelers were 
advised also of blowing snow in the 
northern 
Rockies 
and 
southern 
Plateau, and that blowing dust and 
sand could be expected in South­ 
western desert areas. 


The National Weather Service said 
the heavy rains in northern California 
could bring the upper end of the 
Sacramento River and the Russian 
River out of their banks today.
